action on the part of Great Britain and the 
United States will be decided on, to aolve 
the problem which is xt presont puzzling 
financiers and hampering mercantile men 
all over the world. : 


Tho .Alta thus. speake’ of the general 
gffect of the silver ‘‘ shrinkage ;"— 


Tn financial and commercial circles the 
shrinka. 0 of the value of silver coin ts the 
principal topic of conversation. All inter- 
ests are aliky affected, hence the, mutual 
desire to come to some definite conclusion 
as to.what aball ‘be done in the premises, 
the majority of our merchants have already 
wonouriced the course they intend to puraue, 


lund there appears to be an understanding 


unong business’ men generally that, asa 
protective measure, they will accept silver 
in payment of dues only at the current rate 
vf discount. Any-other course, they, aay, 
would only ‘deprive them of the greater 
bare of their, profita, unless, as some pro- 
‘pose to do, the differeuge between gold and. 


‘silver .be added to the selling” pricés ‘of | 


goods, In either. case many complaints 
will be heard from consumers, who are to 
bo made the real sufferers, or such of them 
a8 bavo-amall. dealings,.and whose earnings 
come only in silver. 1n the general produce 
trade, where aplosare mostly effected through 
commission houses, this question of depre- 
ciation. called for immediate attention, and 
‘the’ San Francisco Produce Exchange took 
action upon it at once. ;The decision of the 
memberd was that hereafter, unless other- 
‘wise stipulated, all transactiong.on Chan ze 
will be ona gold basis. So far as the sales 
yo this. loaves no chance for any misund r- 
standing between buyers and sellers ; but 
with the final sottlement between consigoces 
and consignors comes another difficulty, 
The commission merchants, have been 
making their returns partly in gold—either 
one-half or a greater proportion—-and this 
they have to buy. At the present rates of 
disovuut on silver they stand agood chance 
of losing the’ major part of thelr commis- 
dona,’ unless the producers take a greater 
proportion of silyer or accept from the con- 
signees Just what the latter have to accept, 
be it all silver, 
the profits are, doubtless, so small that 
either the selling prices must be advanced 
or nilver payments will have to be ditcon- 
tinued ; but, while this course is being 
pursued by many, others are sufiiciontly 
enterprising to see in this their h avrbennad 
to attract a more liberal share o! peesag 
through the announcement of “ Silver taken 
at par and a premium paid on gold.” On 
many artioles ef consumption a large profit’ 
is mada, and if there be a loss sustained on 
some whore the profits haye been light, the 
difference could.ba made tp elaowhere. 
Chis of course will not a ply in all branches 
of trade, though it could be applied in many 
cases, and would thus avold unpleasant. 
relations between buyers and tellers,
